This is the large and growing 
accumulation of “soft” curren­ 
cies for which the U.S. has no 
use. These are the bahts, din­ 
ars. 
drachmae, 
kyats, 
hwan, 
pesetas, 
rupees, soles, sucres 
and other currencies acquired 
by the U.S. in payment for sur­ 
plus 
commodities 
and 
dollar 
loans. 
No one is sure just how- much 


of this “money” is on hand, 
since it is spread through doz­ 
ens 
of 
government 
accounts. 
As of the end of 1959, however, 
the U.S. stood to collect S3 bil­ 
lion “worth” of foreign curren­ 
cies on loans outstanding, plus 
interest. And the I.O.U.’s keep 
mounting. 
The only trouble with all this 
“wealth” is that, for the most 
part, the U.S. can't spend it. 
India,

example,

Pennsylvania 
congressional delegation, on* 
of the in g est blot's from any 
state, is of crucial importance 
to any administration in W ash­ 
ington. The 16-14 Democratic 
control 
the delegation has 
been a nettling thorn in th* 
side of the Republican Eisen­ 
hower Administration ax well 
ax Pennsylvania GGP leaders 
themselves. 
Similarly the drive for con­ 
trol by Republicans of b o t h 
houses of Hie State Legisla­ 
ture is of equal importance —- 
bul of course on the state lev­ 
el. 


What this mean* iii the ca*e 
of Hie t.eneral Assembly can

Having a pet is an important 
part of growing up.

But what 
about the health aspect of the 
situation? 
Well, about the only thing 
you really have to be concern­ 
ed with is whether the child is 
allergic to the fur of your pet. 
lf this is the rase. about the 
only sensible thing to do is to 
get rid of the animal. 


Another Kind 
Perhaps a pet of some other 
kind w o n t caus# an allergic 
reaction. 
Some time ago. you may re­ 
call, I discussed the “zoonoses 


or the diseases which humans 
can catch from animal- But, 
as I pointed out at thai time, 
most animals — even the ele­ 
phant — are in greater danger 
of contracting diseases from us 
than we are of getting some 
from them. 
Dogs can transmit only two 
disease, rabies and hydatidosis. 
It is a simple m atter to have 
a dog immunized against rabies 
and I urge every dog owner to 
have it done. Thus we can 
eliminate any danger of rallies 
from a household pet. 
Tapeworm Disease 
That 
leaves hydatidosis, a 
tapeworm discase, and h e r e 
again a veterinarian can cure 
the trouble in your pet. Be­ 
sides, rarely are such cases of 
a really serious nature. 
Anyway, your youngster is 
just as vulnerable 
probably 
even more so 
to worms from 
other sources. 
Parrot Fever 
Parakeets, canaries and such 
do present another problem, 
parrot fever, a discase some­ 
what 
resembling 
pneumonia. 
Here again the danger is rela­ 
tively slight. 
What about 
b i t i n g 
and 
scratching by pets? 
Well, that is something you 
will have to decide on an indi­ 
vidual basis. Watch your inl­ 
and watch your baby, too.
